Uncle Sam In Coal Business. . 

A plan for holding and developing 
coal lands in Indian Territory belong- 
ing to the government has been made 
public by Secretary Hitchcock, . A 
large corporation is to be formed in 
which the Indian tribes and the gov- 
ernment are to control the stock, the 
mines to be operated by employees or 
leased on a royalty. It will be the first 
time in our history that the govern- 
ment becomes a stockholder in a pri- 
vate corporation. The life of the com- 
pany is to be twenty-five years, with 
option of continuance or sale at the 
end of that period, the directors to be 
the president of the United States, sec- 
retaries of the interior, treasury and 
commerce and labor, commissioner of 
Indian affairs and a member of each 
of the Choctaw and Chickasaw tribes. 


Roosevelt on Negro Troops. 

The president’s message in reply to 
the Penrose-Foraker resolution calling 
for information regarding the dismissa! 
of the colored battalion went to the 
senate, and as soon as it was read 
Senator Foraker moved that the com- 
mittee on military affairs be authorized 
to investigate the entire affair of the 
dismissal and its causes. 

The president says he ordered the 
discharge of these troops because of 
the murderous conduct of certain mem- 
bers and the conspiracy of others’ to 
Rave the criminals from justice, crimes 
for which the punishment administered 
is inadequate. He insists that white 
goldiers would have been treated in ex- 
actly the same manner. He wanted it 
understood also that he would refuse 
to consider the fact-of the birthplace 
of either of the officers concerned, it 
having been pointed out that Inspector 
General Garlington was a southern

up peonage and of his hatred of the 
crime of lynching.and says that in the 
same spirit he has now acted. toward 


.“these colored men who have been 


guilty of a black and dastardly crime.” 
In one policy as in the other he chal- 
lenges as’ a right, but does not claim 
as a favor “the support of every citizen 
of this country whatever his color.” 
Secretary Taft, writing to the presi- 
dent, says that the mass of new evi- 
dence submitted by the Constitutional 
League of the United States in an ef- 
fort to save the negro troops is “so gro- 
tesque ih its improbability and absurd- 
ity as hardly to call for discussion or 
comment.” He upholds the right of the 
president to make the dismissals. The 
defense is made that citizens of 


‘Brownsville disguised themselves as 


soldiers and rioted through the streets 
at night in order to .make a case 
against the hated negro troops. 


Postal Reform Plans, 


Some of the postal improvements ad- 
vocated in Cortelyou’s annual report 
are the parcels post, postal savings 
bank, postal telegraph and telephone, 
abolition of railway speed subsidies, 
additional subsidies to South American 
and Australian steamers, low rate 
postal notes and the creation of a new 
office—that of deputy postmaster gen- 
eral—with permanent tenure; who 
would act as a sort of business man- 
ager for the entire service, besides 
certain reforms in salaries and ac- 
counts. . 

The ‘postmaster general takes the 
high ground that postmasters should 
not be appointed as rewards for polit- 
ical activity. As to the deficit he says 
he is less concerned about that than 
about efficiency of administration and 
thinks it unreasonable to charge any 
one branch of the service with respon- 
sibility for the deficit. 


Head of American Reoublics. 

The governing board of the bureau 
of American republics has elected John 
Barrett, former minister to Colombla, 
to be director of the bureau. Under 
new rules formulated by the pan- 
American conference this bureau is 
expected to take a more important part 
in the affairs of Latin America. 


Education Bill Dead. 

In the house of lords the effort to 
reach a compromise on the education 
bill which would be acceptable to the 
commons failed utterly, the opposition 
refusing to accept a proffered olive 
branch. 


Mexico Controls Railroads. 

The Mexican government has made 
known its plan to take control of all 
important railway lines in the repub- 
lic. It involves a contract giving the 
government control of the Mexican 
Central, the National, the Internation- 
al, the Inter Oceanic, the Hydalgo and 
the Northwestern railroads, all of 
which will be merged into one great 
system, aggregating 10,000 miles. A 
company will be organized in which 
the government will have a majority 
of the stock, issuing securities in ex- 
change for those outstanding of the 
merged companies. It is hoped that 
by a reduction of expense and the elim- 
ination of competition the company 
will pay dividends on all stock at ap 
early. date. 

Bryce to Represent Britain. 

«It was known at Washington last 
week that the British government had 
made formal inquiry of the state de- 
partment if James Bryce, now chief 
secretary for Ireland, would be accept- 
able to the United States as ambassa- 
dor to succeed Sir 
Mortimer Durand, 
who is soon to re- 
tire. from active 
‘service. Of course 
this was merely a 
diplomatic formali- 

1 ty. which Iindf€ated 
ym| the selection of Mr. 
Bryce, for there is 
scarcely. another 
English statesman 
better known or 
more appreciated in 
this country than 
the distinguished author of “The Amer- 
ican Commonwealth.” He is not a pro- 
fessional diplomat, and it will be the 
first time tl&t Great Britain will have 
been represented at Washington by a 
man famed both as scholar and states- 
man. He has held many cabinet posi-

As to the navy, he would have the 
law changed so that younger officers 
may reach the highest rank. He urges 
the revival of the grade of vice. ad- 
miral. Under the proposed law offi- 
cers may reach the grade of captain at 
forty-eight and admiral at fifty-five, 
thus assuring their’ service in each of 
these positions for seven years. 


Report on the Japanese Question. 

Later the president transmitted to 
congress the report of Secretary Met- 
calf on the Japanese trouble in Cali- 
fornia and repeated his threat of. using 
federal powers to. maintain treaty 
rights in case the people of California 
do not show the proper disposition. 
Metcalf’s report testifies to the very 
small number of Japanese children who 
attend school and to their personal 
brightness, cleanliness and good be- 
havior. The president makes it plain 
that he would have no objection what- 
ever to excluding from the schools any 
Japanese on the, score of age, saying 
that it is obviously not desirable for 
young men to go to’school with chil- 
dren, consequently the only real issue 
is the exclusion of Japanese childen. 
He says that arrangements have al- 
ready been made to bring a suit that 
will test the constitutionality of the 
segregation law, but expresses . the 
hope that It will not be necessary to 
press the suit. 


Salary Grab Voted Down. 

The proposition to increase the sal- 
ary of congressmen from $5,000 to 
$7,500 was defeated in the house by a 
vote of 188 to 107 on the roll call. 
Representative Clark of Florida in de- 
fending the proposition said that most 
of the men who voted against it would 
do so hoping it would pass. Prior to 
this, however, the house had decided 
to favor increasing the salaries of the 
vice president, the speaker and mem- 
bers of the cabinet to $12,000 on the 
ground that the cost of living had in- 


Military Demands Criticized. _ 
Senator Hale of Maine made the dec- 
laration that two-thirds of the reve- 
nues of the government are now de- 
voted to the payment of inheritances 
from past wars and expenditures for 
future wars. He called attention to 
the arguments of the army promoters 
that it was no use to have an army 
unless you have guns and fortifications 
and now that $100,000,000 had been ap- 
propriated for seacoast fortifications, 
the argument was, ‘What is the use of 
having guns and fortifications unless 
you have men?” Thus, he said, it was 
the constant pressure of the army to 
agegrandize itself first for men, then for 
guns and then guns and then men. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


The Standard Oil Tangle. 

Counsel for the Standard Oil com- 
pany has attacked the validity of the 
government's indictments against the 
trust on the ground that the old anti- 
rebate act was repealed when the pres- 
ident signed the Hepburn rate bill on 
June 20 and that when on the day fol- 
lowing a resolution was passed and 
signed suspending the operation of the 
rate bill for sixty days an interval of 
immunity was created during which 
the indictments’ were returned. The 
answer of the department of justice is 
that the rate bill could not have be- 
come a law until it had gone to the 
state department June 30, the date the 
joint resolution was passed. 

President Nichols of the Republic Oi) 
company admitted that he was merely 
a dummy and ‘that he held stock in 
‘trust for the Standard, of which ‘he 
was an employee formerly. He said he 
received the dividends, but turred 
them over to W. G. Rockefeller. ’ ; 


Burnham Gets Two Years. 

George Burnham, Jr., general coun- 
sel and vice president of the Mutual 
Reserve Life Insurance company, was 
sentenced Dec. 17 to serve two years 
in Sing Sing prison at hard labor. He 
had been convicted of grand larceny 
on five counts, four of which are still 
pending. Through counsel Burnham 
secured from Supreme Court Justice 
O’Gorman an order to show cause why 
a certificate of reasonable doubt should 
not be issued. 


Another Oil Trust Exposure. 

Under the probing of Attorney Gen- 
eral Hadley of Missouri while examin- 
ing J. A. Moffett, a director of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey. 
the president of the Indiana Branch 
company, it was admitted under oath 
that the cost of a gallon of oil now Is 
a cent or u cent and a quarter. At 
the prevailing wholesale and retail 
prices the yearly profit on oil produced 
by the Standard is estimated at about 
$50,000,000. 


Florida Peonage Convictions. 
Manager Harlan of the Jackson

Strength and permanency; these are 
the two words which have been meant to 
typify the new Andover Press building, 
from the laying of the first stone, to the 
placing of the bronze tablet on the cor- 
ner asa mark of its completion. Nearly 
twenty years ago the present Andover 
Press began its business career, starting 
with. work for three hands. There has 
been a steady growth until today the 
volume of business. is nearly ten times 
that which marked the first year of the 
new corporation. The growth has been 
demanding for several years increased 
quarters and a more efficient equipment 
for the exacting demands of present day 
printing. ‘The old Draper block long 
occupied by the Andover Press and its 
predecessors had many historical asso- 
ciations with the printing business in 
Andover, but the business of today can 
no longer be done with the conveniences 
of generations ago, and in the search for 
the right plant and new equipment, the 
first essentials of light and air and 
solidity led to the abandonment of 
any thought of remodeling the old Draper 
building. ‘The corner of Main and Chest- 
nut streets offered the solution and there 
the new Andover Press building is now 
a fixture in the town of Andover. 

We are not unmindful that a great 
deal of criticism has been directed at the 
manner in which the building is placed 
in its relation to the two streets upon 
which it fronts. We have never had 
any feeling in regard to this criticism. 
‘The directors of the Andover Press rec- 
ognized that it was a difficult problem 
and its solution would of necessity dis- 
please some of the guod citizens of An- 
dover. ‘The march of business demands 
constant changes. So Jong as the corner 
of Main and Chestnut streets was occu- 
pied for residential purposes, the grades 
of the two streets had little significance 
to the builder. When that change from 
residential demands to a business block 
was made, the question was whether 
the business block should have its front 
on Main street or Chestnut street. Had 
the grades of the two streets been the 
same it would havé been easy, but’ Main 
street is a fixed proposition so far as its 
use for business purposes was concerned. 
The building was located with the ut- 
most accuracy that the surveyor could 
apply, to conform tothe established and 
fixed grade of Main street, and the 
Chestnut street problem was allowed to 
take care of itself. ‘This was not done, 
however, without due consultation with 
the authorities, and after their request

Throughout the offices and the 
store, the finish of the wood has been 
stained to imitate the weathered oak, 
while the ceilings and walls are tinted a 
green, pleasing to the eye and decorative 
indesign. ‘Ihe stationery store and the 
drug store havs metal ceilings with the 
heavy beams which are a part of the 
modern mill construction cased in the 
natural wood and showing in the finish. 
The equipment of the stationery store 
will not be completed for a few weeks 
yet, but promises to add still more to the 
attractiveness of the entrance to the 
building. 

The vestibule of the building has a 
handsome tile floor, while the woodwork 
and finish are cypress left in its natural 
state, and all light and inviting in 
appearance. The same tile floor is found 
inthe drug store, and is not only solid 
and substantial, but inviting, and has 
been constructed with the idea in mind 
of having it long-lived. 


The main office of the Andover Press 
is located on the southwest corner of the 
building. Ample in its size for all the 
uses of a business office, it is made still 
more generous in its inviting aspect by 
the addition of a wide vestibule and in- 
viting seats and chairs designed for the 
use of the public. -The assistant mana- 
ger, Mr. Stillings, has a desk near the 
head of the stairs, with book-cases and 
filing cabinets near at hand for ready 
reference and prompt assistance in 
attending to the many details incident to 
the modern printing business. The next 
desk is occupied by Mr. Coutts, the 
Townsman representative, and can not 
fail to lend itself to very effective work 
in making the Townsman columns more 
interesting and more readable each week. 
The book-keeper’s and”® typewriter’s 
desks, a new modern safe, a telephone 
stand upon which a long distance tele- 
phone and the private telephone for the 
building itself are conveniently placed, 
make up the other furnishings within 
the rail, with the exception of the attrac- 
tive corner occupied by the long-time 
and efficient head of the office, Miss Far- 
mer. Her corner has two very large 
large windows and with the new desk 
and other fixtures helpful in efficient 
office work, it is very attractive. Out- 
side the rail 1s the corner of which the 
public is invited to make most liberal 
use. A round table in the centre of the

rug, a beautiful little writing table, com- 
fortable chairs and a _ comfortable 
cushioned seat all make of the public 
corner in the new Andover Press office 
a delightful, cosy place for the use of 
those of our friends and customers who 
find themselves in the centre of the town 
with either a few minutes to sparé, or 
with a little writing to be done, before 
they return to their homes away from 
the centre. The private office. of Mr. 
Cole is in the other corner of the build- 
ing. The walls are most charming in 
the effect produced by combination of 
wood and burlap with a beautiful fire- 
place as the central decorative feature 
of the room. The furnishings -of Mr. 
Cole’s office are not only beautiful in 
themselves, but possess the added charm 
of being almost entirely the gifts of his 
friends and associates. The desk and 
table were presented to him by the 
Legislature at the close of the last 
session, and are beautiful examples of 
the cabinet makers’ work. A _ leather 
chair and couch, a beautiful French 
clock, with attractive rugs on.the floor, 
make other features which have attested 
several loyal friendships, and which con- 
tribute most charmingly to the beauty 
of the room. The filing room of ample 
proportions finishes the suite of offices, 
with the eaception of a dressing room 
and toilet accommodations which are 
features of every department in the 
building. : 

Opening out of the main office is 
door leading into-the composing room, a 
room forty by sixty feet in dimensions, 
providing most generous accommodations 
for a printery that may become twice 
the size of the present Andover Press. 
Light and air dominate every room, and 
herein the composing room to a marked 
degree. The equipment of this ‘room 
is changed but little, because it has 
ever been the purpose of the Andover 
Press to keep strictly up-to-date in the 
type and other material used in its 
typography. A stairway at either end 
of the room leads to the press room 
below. Here is a busy scene. three hun- 
dred and odd days in the year, and one 
that promises to be busier under the im- 
petus of the new equipment that has 
‘been added to this department of the 
An@ever Press. The old press which 
has since its start printed the Andover 
‘Townsman, has been obliged to give way 
to a modern printing machine, giving to 
the equipment, with two other presses 
recently added, a new wire stitcher and 
a punching machine, and everything up- 
to-date all along the line, the mechanical 
efficiency not excelled by that of any 
other printing office in New England. 
The room is high of ceiling, generous of 
proportion, attractive in its lay-out. 
Good work must come from it, because 
the very air is permeated with care and 
convenience. 

The basement, which so many of our 
good friends insisted would be a “ wet 
hole”, is splendid in its firm concrete 
fluor. It has whitened walls. and has 
ample proportions for all storage pur- 
poses and for engine and boiler rooms. 

The building is constructed from the 
foundation stone to the roof of the very 
best materials. Stone work and brick 
work are laid in solid cement mortar, 
and probably more cement per cubic 
yard was used in the construction than 
has been used in any building in Ando- 
ver. ‘The construction is of the mill 
coustruction type, Georgia pine timbers, 
and twelve and sixteen inch brick walls. 
The roof water is carried to the centre 
of the building and through a solid pipe 
to the brook bordering on the -land of 
the Andover Press on the northerly side. 
Light areas make the basement useful so 
far as the light is concerned, and in the 
spring will be graded in a way to add to 
the attractive surroundings of the build- 
ing itself.

DOING AWAY WITH GRADE- 
° CROSSINGS, 


There are 1.600 miles of steam rail- 
roads ramifying through the City of 
Chicago, says Rutledge Rutherford in 
Technical World Magazine for Janu- 
ary. f 

Sixteen hundred miles. of railroad 
tracks in one city is something rather 
difficult to comprehend without com- 
parisons. Sixteen hundred miles of 
right-of-way is nearly enough to build 
two elevated railroads from Chicago 
to Philadelphia. It would build eight 
elevated tracks from Chicago to In- 


dianapolis. It is more than enough 
to build a single line from Chicago to 
Boston, or to Galveston, or to Santa 
Fe, N. M.. or to Jacksonville, Fla., or 
to Denver or even to Salt Lake City. 
This 1.600 miles of trackage is equivi- 
lent to eight miles for every one of 
the 192 square miles of Chicago’s area. 
This is entirely independent of any 
lines operated by electricity-or by any 
power other than steam; excepting the 
lowered and walled in .tracks of the 
Tilinois Central along the Lake Front, 
where there: are no street crossings, 
every milé of this trackage will have 
been elevated when the work now Iti 
progress is completed. Not only that, 
but Chicago is making the railroads 
pay for the work. Other cities—Phil- 


adelphia, for instance—has been pay- 
ing the Railroads to elevate’ their 
tracks, but Chicago is making the

The work of Mrs. Stevens here is 
finished, the battle of life ix over, and 
she has kept the faith. The trust that 
was given to her to execute has been 
carried out with unwavering fidelity and’ 
she made the best use of her means and 
opportunity. The history of her life is 
not, perhaps, unusual; it is not a life 
that bas not been lived by other women 
before her, but the testimony of her 
relatives, her neighbors and her friends 
so strongly proves her devotion to every 
duty, her response to every generous im- 
pulse that one is prompted to express as 
simply as possible their appreciation of 
her character. 

What we sometimes call the old type 
of New England womanhood seems to be 
passing away.

Lady Cooke, one of the leading suf- 
fragists of England, who has just cam 
pleted a brief investigation of the suf- 
frage movement 
in the United

He refers to the 
movement as_ millionaire-phobia and 
declares that if the returns of great 
businesses are made sufficiently small 
and uncertain by petty legislative re- 
strictions we “shall not be troubled by 
the genius of a Rockefeller, a Hill, a 
Morgan, a Carnegie, an Armour or a 
Swift.

| Car Shortage In the West. 


d 
Many. communities in the west and 


, northwest continued to report serious 
inconvenience to business afid in some 
| cases suffering from the cold weather 
on account of” the shortage of freight 
and coal cars. Independent grain deal- 
ers met at Valley City, N. D., and de- 
clared that the railroads had entered 
‘{nto’a conspiracy to drive them out of 
business and that they send them cars 
‘of 22,000 pounds capacity while the 
trust elevators get 60,000 pound cars 
and that the farmers’ elevators are 
charged more for storage and higher 
rates for freight. The commerce com- 
mission investigation was in progress 
at St. Paul and St. Louis. In many 
places the people have had to concen-

their lives. Governors of Kansas, 
North Dakota and Minnesota were 
asked to use the militia to force the 
| moving of coal trains. Notwithstand- 
ing all this it was reported that more 
than 4,000 empty cars stood on the 
side tracks in Kansas City alone.

railroad managers to do what they 
could. 

Chicago’s Railway Crisis.

Gibbons’ Plea to Americans. 

In an interview Cardinal Gibbons of 
Baltimore asked American sympathy 
for the persecuted Catholics of France, 
saying that the situation there was not 
understood in this country. He plead- 
ed on the grounds of fair play and the 
love of liberty, which he believed to 
be characteristic of the American peo- 
ple. He thought that our-press had 
been considerably influenced by the 
anticlerical press of Paris. He de- 
clares that the leaders of the present 
French government are “actuated by 
nothing else than hatred of religion.” 


Church Clubs In Politics. 

Representatives of various Greater 
New York churches met recently and 
arranged for the formation of evan- 
gelical church clubs for the purpose of 
taking an active interest in political 
and civil issues. Their idea is to send 
_representatives to Albany and Wash- 
ington when necessary to the cause of 
800d legislation. There was much op- 
‘position among the representatives as 
‘to the feasibility of formulating a 
scheme of “plan and scope” for the 
confederation. 


Christmas Dinners Overdone. 

An English clergyman, the Rev. A. 
M. Mitchell, has taken a strong stand 
against the observances of Christmas. 
He says that overfeeding makes the 
Christmas to a majority and that “the 
, spiritual aspect of the festival is con- 
: veniently and unblushingly ignored in 
favor of worship at the kitchen altar.”

Cardinal Richard Expelled. 
| Last week in Paris began with the 
sensational departure of Cardinal Rich- 
ard from the archiepiscopal palace in 
obedience to an order from the prefec- 
ture and after having protested in the 
name of the church. Thousands of 
priests and followers filled the street 
as he left the house; and men of rank 
| insisted on dragging his carriage to 

the residence of Deputy Cochin, chant- 

ing on the way the Credo and other 
eanticles. As the people knelt and 
| chanted the 
venerable _prel- 
ate stood up in 
his carriage and 
blessed the mul- 
titude. On all 
sides were 
heard cries of 
“Long live Pius 
Xx.” and “Long 
live the cardi- 
nal,” 

The Vatican 
has decided to 
send protesting 
notes to all the 
powers concern- 
ing the search 
of the papal 
nunciature at’ 
Paris. Last Sun- 
day, which was the first under the new 
law separating state and church, pass- 
ed much as other Sundays, all’ the 
usual services being held at the’ usua 
hours and places, and order being main- 
tained. Certain changes in the man- 
agement were noted, there being no 
collection of payments for seats. 

At Rome there was an outburst of 
antipapal feeling in connection with 
the French dispute, and the military 
garrison was under arms to prevent the 
riotous crowds from approaching St.

Editor Townsman : 


In order that the Andover public may 
know iust what the request of the city 
of Lawrence for a temporary- supply of 
water means, it may be-well tostate that 
Lawrence does not appeal to Andover 
as a beggar but as a person in dire dis- 
treas, that the city of Lawrence expects 
to pay for the assistance Andover may 
give in this time of need and that no 
permanent connection of the Andover 
and Lawrence water systems is sought. 

Lawrence regrets that it is forced to 
call for aid, but the failure of pasi city 
governments to provide a new filter 
makes the present appeal imperative. 
During the winter months the present 
Lawrence filter will not supply water 
enough. The amount of water in the 
reservoir is being reduced every day and 
it means only the matter of a few weeks 
when it will be necessary to take water 
directly from the river into the mains 
unless a supply is obtained from the 
towns. If river water should be pumped 
into the reservoir without filtration an 
epidemic of typhoid fever would be sure’ 
to result, and a conservative estimate 
places the probable number of cases at 
1000, with at least 200 deaths. Placing 
the generally accepted value of « life at 
$5000 this would mean a monetary loss 
of $1,000,000, to say nothing of the ex- 
pense for the care of the sick ones who 
recovered and the loss of production 
which necessarily accompanies illness.

The Seminary in the Past. 


The following paper was prepared for 
a company of friends who were celebrat- 
ing Forefather’s Day. But the listeners 
were impressed with its adaptation to 
serve as an answer to the objection that 
Andover is an undesirable location for 
preparing pastors and missionaries for 
their future efforts. What Andover has 
done so faithfully in the past can she 
not hereafter accomplish ? 


As we owe the comforts of our homes 
to the ingenuity and labors of countless 
fellowmen, so our spiritual inheritance 
descends to us through the wise and 
good of centuries. 

Over the wide field of religious ancestry 
we cannot even glance in our alloted ten 
minutes, so we will limit our retrospect 
to the first half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and to those who once prepared for 
service here in Andover Seminary,—men ' 
who opened the gates into which we 
twentieth century Christians enter and 
find our opportunities for doing good. 

By following these great souls we dis- 
charge our indebtedness to them and to 
our King. 

‘This Seminary furnished men for the 
first American occupation of not a few 
of the most renowned mission fields of 
modern times,—for example—it was Hall, 
Newell and Nott who commenced the 
Mahratta Mission in Westeru. India; 
Judson, the Baptist Mission in Burmah 
in East India. The mission in Ceylon 
was started by Richards, Warren, Meigs 
and Poor; that in Palestine by Fisk and 
Parsons ; among the Indians in our South- 
west by Kingsbury; that to Hawaii by 
Bingham and Thurston; that to the. 
A.abs of Lebanon by Bird and Goodell; 
to the Armenians by Goodell and 
Dwight; to the Nestorians by Perkins; 
to China by Bridgeman; to the Zulus-in 
South Africa by Champion and Grout. 

In its first half-century it sent out one 
hundred and thirty-four missionaries. 

For the prosecution of their work it 


was frequently necessary to translate 
the Scriptures, and, often for this, pur- 
pose, to reduce the Janguage to gram- 
matical form before it could be used in 
translation, as needed to be done in both 
West and South Africa, in the Sandwich 
Islands and for our own Indian tribes. 
In one case, for the Arabic, which had 
been used only in manuscript, it was 
necessary to devise type for printing. 

Often, before evangelistic work of any 
sort could be attempted, the missionaries 
had to explore the lands to which they 
were sent because they were unknown 
to travellers in those days. In this 
sometimes dangerous undertaking among 
ignorant and hostile people, they lost 
their lives, as did Lyman and Munson in 
the island of Sumatra. 

“Home missions claimed.their service” 
said Dr. Badger, Honie Missionary secre- 
tary, in his address at the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the Seminary, “There has 
been no great exigency in missionary 
work, no unusual call for men of self- 
denial and toil, that has not met with a 
noble response from this Institution.” 
“When the immense valley of the Miss- 


issippi was thrown open for occupation, 
(by the Louisianna Purchase) its dimen- 
sions’ taken, its capabilities described, 
and multitudes on multitudes were seek- 
ing in it their homes, how did the sons 
of this Institution count it their joy to 
go and tell these wanderers of Jesus!” 

“From 1825 to 1835 large numbers of 
whole-souled graduates gave their lives 
to making the wilderness blossom and 
bear fruit, ‘thirty, sixty, a hundred fold.’ 
Later came the call for men to cross the 
Upper Mississippi to combat infidelity, 
Mormonism and Popery ; then did-a band 
of twelve brethren gather night after 
night, by the light of the moon, in the 
(old) library and pray “Lord, what wilt 
Thou have us to do?’”’ And thus went 
forth the ‘Iowa Band.’” Again in 1857, 
four heroes went to “bleeding Kansas” 
to contend against the establishment 
there of “the sum of all vilanies.’’ The 
story of their deeds you can read in 
“Pioneer Life” by Ri€hard Cordley—the’ 
last survivor of the quartet. 

In like manner, through all the great 
Northwest, from Michigan to Oregon, 
“wherever sin, in its legion forms, and 
with giant strepgih, bas sought to stamp 
‘its image on the forming elements of 
society” ‘there the alumni of Andover 
have gone and “held the fort” for 
morality and religion. ‘ 

They estublished colleges, they planted 
churches, they founded Lane Theological 
Seminary. In fifty years Andover gave 
to those colleges nineteen presidents and 
forty-four professors. 

And now, on this hill—well named, 
even in jest, Zions Hill—let us visit in 
imagination its chief altar of incense— 
the study planned by Dr. Griffin, first 
occupied by Dr.. Porter, and by su many 
later saints. ; 

I quote :—“If the unwritten history of 
this study could be published it would 
form an interesting chapter in the relig- 
ious annals of -our country and of 
Christendom. There in 1812 was estab- 
lished a meeting for prayer and for 
devising waysand means for doing good. 
It was held every Monday evening, and 
was attended by the professors and

land and New York was missionary 
ground in the early part of the century. 
Two hundred and fifty men, bad in fifty 
years, been missionaries in Southern and 
Western states. Many of the alumni 
were employed by the Seaman’s Friend 


society, the Bible, and Sunday-School |. 


societies, the society for Collegiate Edu- 
cation in the West, and other religious 
enterprizes. 

A leader in all good things was Justin 
Edwards, first president of the Seminary. 
While pastor of the South church he be- 
came deeply impressed with the import- 
ance of temperance reformation. The 
condition at that time was alarming. 
The pastor of the West church, in a Fast 
Day- sermon, stated that in that parish 
there were then, in 1839, thirty habitual 
drunkards, one in twenty-seven of the 
population of the town one hundred and 
eighty, in the state 26,000, — not 
occasional drinkers but sots. 

In 1826 Dr. Edwards organized ‘An 
association for the promotion of temper- 
ance.” The first name on the pledge 
was that of Prof. Porter, the six follow- 
ing names were of the professors and 
resident trustees. He then formed an 
association for young men and presented 
the pledge to the students. ‘he first 
seventeen subscribers were members of 
the senior class. Of the 198 signers, 
three fourths were students in the sem- 
inary. ; 

Here again the study becomes the 
birthplace of blessing, for consultation 
here resulted in the founding of the 
American Temperance seciety. Dr. Ed- 
wards. wrote much on the subject of 
temperance. -His tracts weéte’ distrib- 
uted by the hundred thousand.. A vol- 
ume, which was a’ condensation of bis 
statements and appeals, v.as translated 
into French, German and Spanish. 

After closing his work in the Semin- 
ary he labored for the better observance 
of the Sabbath, in seven years traveling 
48000 miles through 26 states, and that 
was when there were few railroads in 
the country. Finally he had a reward 
in witnessing a National Sabbath Con- 
vention, presided over by an. Ex-Presi- 
dent of the United States, John Quincy 
Adams. 

Here, at the old printing office on the 
hill, was published the first missionary 
memoir— of Harriet Newell, a book of 
great influence in the consecration of 
both men and women to missionary work.
